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KHALJI AND TUGHLUQ INSCRIPTIONS FROM RAJASTHAN 

BY DK. Z. A. DESAI 

So far, not many Arabic and Persian inscriptions of the Delhi Sultans from the areas now 
comprising the State of Rajasthan, particularly its western part, have come to light. Whatever 
epigraphs were discovered in the past, have been either noticed or pubbshed by Major-General A. 
Cunningham and his collaborators in the Archaeological Survey and by Dr J. Horovitz,Dr, Ghulam 
YazdanI, Dr M. A Chaghtai, Dr A Mahdl Husam and myself in the Archaeological reports or the 
previous issues of this journal These inscriptions are from A^mer, 1 Eayana and Kaman, 2 Chitor- 
garh,* Jalor/ Sambhar, 5 Ban Khatii,* Didwana, 7 Ladnun* and Nagaur,* and Hmdaun, 10 respec- 
tively in Ajmer, Bharatpur, Chitorgarh, Jalor, Jaipur, Nagaiir and Sawai Madhcpur distncts 
But the puHished readings of quite a few of these epigraphs are either incomplete or incorrect, 
and their revised versions are worth publication 

Smce then, no new inscription of the Mamluk, Kbaljl and Tughluq dynasties was reported 
until during the past decade and a half, when tours of Shu N G Qhanam, Exploration Assibiaut, 
Archaeological Survey of India, Western Circle, then stationed at Jodbpur, Shu I A. Croon, 
now m the National Museum, New Delhi, ShriW. H Siddlqi, Senior Epigraphical Assistant, of 
my office and myself to different parts of the State brought to light some more interesting and 
historically important epigraphs of, or assignable to, the above dynasties n Qu the other hand, 
none of the inscriptions which were brief y noticed previously received any further attention until

1 three such inscriptions of hamsu'd-I>in Iltutmish and Qhiyathu'd-Din Balban, 
from Ban Khatu, were studied by me in details m the last issue of this journal 

It IB proposed to study m this article eleven inscriptions Four of these each come from Ban 
Khatu and Nagaur, and one eacb frcm Payana, Chatsu in Jaipur district and Maudor in Jodhpur 
district 

Two of the four Ban Khatu inscriptions studied here are new, while the other two were briefly 
mentioned by Chaghtai One of the last mentioned two was fragmentary and the portion, of its 
text containing the king's name and the date was lost, but on the basis of the surviving title Ghiyath- 
[o'd-Dln], Cjaaghtai assigned it to the reign of Ghiyathu'd-Dfn Balban 3 For reasons quoted m 
the proper place, I feel that it is an inscription of Ghiyathu'd-Din Tughluq Shah It is included 
m the present study (Inscription No IV) Chaghtai's notice of the other epigraph (Inscription 
No I) was substantially correct, but it omitted to give the name of the builder of the mosque * 

As for Nagaur, only one of its four epigraphs (Inscription No VII) was previously 
noticed But its details as given by Mr H B W Garrick are incorrect * One each of the 
other three (Inscription Nos II, III and V), found by me in the course of my recent tour 
to that place, belongs to the time of ' Alau'd-Dln ghaljl, Qu$bu'd-Din Mubarak ghah. and 
Tagbkq ghah 

All the remaining three laserrpticns, which are, cue each, from Bayana, Chatsu and 
Mandor are unpublished The impreseicas frcm which th/y are published here were prepared 
in the course of my tour to these places in 1955 

A kmg-wi-e break up will show that three of there epigraphs belong to the Khaljl dynasty 
two are of 'Alau'd Din and one of his son Qutbu'd-Dln Mubarak Shah The rest pertain to 
the Tnghjuqs : two were set up in the time of Tugfalrq Sjhah, and three each belong to the 
feign of Mubaamad bm Tughluq Shah and! Flruz SJhah Again., one epigraph each of 
'AlSa'4 iSa, Tn^luq Shah and Muhamicad bin Tughluq hah and all the three of Flrfiz Shah, 
are fragmentary. 

Since not much authentic infoimation is available about the history of Rajasthan during the 
ewrry period of the Muslim rule, these epigraphs are bound to be of sufficient interest to the students 
of medieval history It may be recalled in this connexion that the inscriptions of 'Alau'd-Dm 
gfealjf, Taghluqghah and his soa Muhammad Shah from Outorgarh, have helped to determine 
On history of that place under 'Alau'd-Dm Khaljl and Muhammad bin Tughluq and exposed the 
legendary character of the bardic accounts that had found favour even with serious students of 
history.' Coming as they do from different regions in the erstwhile Bharatpur, Jaipur and 
Jodhpur states of Rajputana, the records under study can be absolutely relied upon as tho most 
authentic contemporary documents on the political status of those places under the Muslim rule, 

Tiea, these epigraphs, as usual, provide either some new names in the political hierarchy of 
officiate or a little moie isfoimaticn about the m For example, it is only frcm the Pan Khatu

also furnishes the name of the muharnr of the region Another epjgiaph from the same place 
though fragmentary, provides the important infoimation that Firuz, son of Muhammad, held the 
post of skahnabek of thepaigSh-i-khass-i-qadlm and the \qt a*, presumably, of the region Italss 
mentions TajuM-Daulat wa'd-Dm, of rojal extraction, whose name is unfortunately lost, but who 
apparently held a high rank, 

In short, these inscriptions are quite important historically From the palaeographical 
point of view too, they represent the styles of the mural recoids of the fourteenth century in 
different parts of Rajasthan, and should be of sufficient interest to students of calligraphy 

'Alau'd-I>in Kiialji 

Three inscriptions of 'AIau*d-Dm Ktaljl which were found after his only Inscription from 
Rajasthan, the one gt Bayana, wa& published seme fifty jears back/ were published in a pre\ious 
issue of this Series l Of the two records studied below for the first time one was found only recently, 
but though the other was briefly described seme bine back, its text was not published (see p 2, 
tn/ra) Iixcidentallj , a Sanskrit inscription of his was found m the north-western part of the 
Jodhpur district it mentions Ta]u'd-Dm e Ali as his governor at Medta and records the construe 
tion of a well in 1302-03 3 



I INSCRIPTION, DATED A H 702, FSOM BAKI KHATU 

This inscription which was first mentioned and briery described by Chaghtai about two decades 
ago, 4 is from Ban Khatu, situated in the Jael tahstl of the Nagaur district It is engra\ed around 
the rectangular border of an arch of red sandstone, which is now built up in the inner side of the 
wall, to the left of the main entrance, of a mosque situated m Mahalla-Sayyidan 5 The frame was 
lying loose in the basement of the mosque when Chaghtai first found it 

Occupying a total space of about 2 75 m by 11 cm , its text, which is m Arabic, records that 
a mosque was ordered to be built by one Muhammad, during the reign of *Alau'd-Dunya wa'd-Dm 
Abul-Muzaffar Muhammad Shah in A H 702 (1302-03) The other titles used for the king are 
Sikandar-i-Tham and Nagir-i- Am Iri'l-Mu'minln which are known from his other epigraphs also * 

A few letters being damaged on accountof the weathering of the stone ,, the parental name of the 
builder could not be deciphered. It was doubtfully read as al-Fakhri in our annual report for 1962- 
63> but now I feel certain that in any case, the name is not al-Fakhil Unfortunately, I have not 
yet been able to decipher it satisfactorily, nor could Mr Siddiql who had examined the tablet, 
m&ke it out. The undeciphered name ends in I which would make it more like a nula than a

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proper name. And a ntsba for a parental name, though appearing somewhat unusual, is not 
<Hute unlikely, particularly in cases of men of Arab descent In any case, it has not been possible 
to read the word 

Tins styte of writing is usual Nasfck, conforamg, in broad outhr es, to the style of contemporary 
rocords Eat one aspect of its calligraphy calls for seme remaiks The letters in the right panel 
weald appear, even to a casual onlooker, to ha\e been somewhat differently executed, these have 
more angular flourishes than the rest This soit of variation m the calligraphy of the same epigraph, 
i not osually met with The reason for such an occurrence is difficult to determine, but the 
poeeibihty tfcat the designer oiigarally intended to write it in the eame hand, but changed over to 
the usual style for want of space, is indicated by the fact that the writing in the left panel is much 
more than that m tie left panel Another possible explanation is that the designing of the text 
was done by different hands

La/e escaped the ravage through the active interest of Mr Rahmatu'llah Raunaq 'UthmanI and 
others are preserved m different nx^ques of the town Quite a few of these bear inscriptions of 
the time of the Khanzadas of Nagaur E^ en now, at least t* o such tablets were shown to me in 
that part of the city- wall that still stands towards the north J 

Nagaur, in the Siwahk hills, seems to have come into contact with Muslim authority, from 
an early period It seems; to have been part of the Gha2na\ id empire, and it is here that Muhammad 
Bahllm, the recalcitrant governor of Panjab, is stated to have built a fort, in the time of Bahrain 
hah (1118-52) ^Subsequently, it passed on, along with the territory surrounding it, to the authority 
of the Delhi Sultans right from the time of Muhammad bin Sam, whose inscription has been 
recently identified by mo there Since then Nagaur remained under the Delhi Sultans Among 
its first governors is Malik Karimu'd-Dln Hamza (early 13th century) The subsequent governors 
of Nagaur and Siwalik region during the Mamluk period include Malik Izztf d-Dm Balban (c 1242- 
52), Kishlu Khan, brother of Ulugh ELan, later Ghiyathu'd-Din Balban (c 1252) and Ulugh Khan 
himself 2 No specific mention of its governors under the Khaljls and Tughluqs could be traced 
in works available to me On the disintegration of the Tughluq empire, Nagaur's governor Shams 
Khan, a brother of Muzaffar hah of Gujarat, established independent rule* His successors ruled 
for more than a century aud are known as Khanzadas Incidentally, the town lay on the main, road 
from Sind to Delhi, and travellers from foreign countries arriving by road through Sind halted 
at or passed through it 3 

In the centre of, and rising above, the town, is an extensive fort with a double wail about 

2 kilometres in circumference, its thickness varyiag from m>re than, 9 metres at the base to about 

3 5 metres at the top The outer \\all is about 7 5 metres aud the inner, 15 metres above the 
ground In the ^ all of the fort as in the case of the city- wall, may be seen even today, numerous 
Persian and Arabic inscriptions (and other parts such as carved nwhrabs, blind mehes,ets ) obtained 
from the mosques demolished by Maharaja Bakht Singh * In the words of Mr Gamek, 'according 
to the accounts rife at Nagaur, Aurangzeb himself never destroyed more temples than did Bakht 
Singh mosques, and this may indeed does account for the numerous Arabic and Persian 
inscriptions which I found built topsy-turvey into the main circumvallation of the city some 
upside down, some diagonally, and others so that the lines of writing stand up vertically 5 5 Sur- 
prisingly, Brskine and Garrick who have described the Fort m some details, do not refer to the

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apigrspJucal tablets m its wall, as they did in the case of the city- wall Through the kind permission 
of the Superintendent of the Household of His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur who owns the 
Fort and under the guidance of Shn Navranglal Bhat, the watchman and Mr Raunaq 'UthmanI, 
J rorited tlie fort in company of Mu*Ghanam, and found not less than ten historical inscriptions, 
not to mention an equal number or even more, of those comprising religious texts Five of these 
t*ae0nls belong to the time of the Khanzadas, and of the remaining five, one each refers to the 
nde of Hfckammad bin Sam, 'Alau'd-Dm Khalji and Ghiyathu'd-Dln Tughluq ghah, the date of 
<*ne f*Hs in tke reign of Firfiz Tughluq and yet one more may be assigned on palaeographical grounds, 
to the same period. 1 

The stone-fragment on which the inscription under study is engraved, is built up into the 
southern tipper wall, not far from the step- well 2 It evidently formed the upper part of a 
rectangular door or very likely, a fmAraWrame. It is now rectangular in shape, the two side panels 
having baen either hewn off or broken and lost It measures 1m by 30 cm Considerable portion 
of t fee writing inscribed in two lines all along is lost The surviving text comprises a variation of 
tlie Firet Creed inscribed horizontally and the royal name Muhammad Shah, title c the second 
Alexander 5 , and the date A H 705 (1305-06), vertically The purport of the record cannot be 
determined, bat it is very likely that as in the case of the inscription of Qutbu'd-Din to be studied 

, which is also engraved on the frame of a mthrab, it originally belonged to a mosque 



The language of the record appears to be Arabic - The style of writing is ordinary Nas&h, 
usually met with in the inscriptions of "Alau'd-Din The text reads as under

Qutbu'd-Di& Mubarak Shall 

So far, only four records of Qutbu'd-Dm Mubarak Shah were known from the whole state * 
one from Jalor, also in erstwhile Jodhpur state and now a district town m the south-eastern part of 
western Rajasthan, 1 and three from Bayana in eastern Hajasthan, almost bordering on "Dttar 
Pradesh. 2 

HI INSCBIPTJON, DATED A. H 720, ALSO FROM NAGAUR 

This new record of the Khal]i kmg, which is his only inscription to be found in central 
Rajasthan, 1 can be reasonably taken to point to uninterrupted Muslim authority in the region* 
It is inscribed on the rectangular border of the central tmhrdb in the mosque of Makhdum Husain 
Nagauri, situated m the Phul-Mahal locality at Jfagaur * The horizontal stone-beam contains the 
Second Creed, while the historical text is inscribed on the right and left sides, the total area of 
historical writing is about 2-4 m in length and 14 cm in width The style of writing is Naskh, 
and language, Arabic 

This epigraph is not new in the sense that it came to light for the first time during my recent 
visit, far from that, it was known to the Muslim residents of the town, including Hafiz Mu*mu'd-Din 
and Mr Raunaq Tthmani who has made it a point to locate an,d note down the readings of the 
inscriptions at Nagaur But since they were unable to decipher it, they did not know its purport 
On examination, I found it to contain a new record of 'Alau'd-Dm's son Qutbu*d-Dm Mubarak 
ghah 

Unforttmtely, the writing, which is carved m one line, is badly damaged, and as a result, 
its letters have considerably abraded or even faked off in places, rendering the decipherment of 
the text difficult It seems to record the construction of the mosque in A H. 720 (1320-21) during 
the reign of Qutbu'd-Dunya wa'd-Dln Mubarak Shah It will be observed that the king's rule 
has been termed, as in the case of his coins and epigraphs, as caliphate. The name of the builder 
could not be deciphered, due to damaged writing, but in any case, the saint Makhdum Husa n 
Nagauri with whom the mosque is locally associated, has nothing to do with its construction, 
as he flourished at a much later date, he died m A H. 901 . 5 

Unfortunately, the month in which the construction took place is not clear, due to the damaged 
writing And his other epigraph of A H 720, from the Utha-Masjid at Bayana, too, does not 
specify the month* But if my tentative reading of the month as Muharram is proved to be correct, 
it would not throw any light on the subject It will be recalled that the exact date of his death is 
differently given by different authorities Contemporary Amir Khusraw gives Tumada II, and 
Yahya Sarhmdl, author of the Tankh-t-Mubarak ShShi {who wrote about a century later), gives

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It will be observed that the date and the name and titles of the king are lost, barring the part 
of the regal title, Ghiyath, occurring at the end of the second line, *hich is preceded by the eulogistic 
phrase 'one selected by the Lord of the worlds 3 The next, i e third line begins with a's-Sultan, 
followed by the phrase invoking perpetuation of the reign It is reasonable to infer from the last 
and first words in the preceding and following lines, particularly in the second and third lines, 
that the lost portion of the text was not much, ixot more than four or five words at tie most would 
appear to be missmg, for example, between Ghiyath m the second line and a VSultan m the third, 
it could only be Vd-Dunya wa'd-Dm Balban or Tughluq Shah', or after Maliku'l-TImara in the 
third line, there could be only one phrase like 'Maliku'sh gharq Malik 5 or the like, before Flruz 
in the fourth line In short, the missing text in the second line related to the titles and name of the 
king and not to the eulogistic phrase as c Ghiyathu 5 l-Islam wa 1-MusIimfn' or the like, 

There should, thus, be little doubt that the epigraph was set up in the reign of either of the two 
Delhi Sultans, Balban (1266-86) or Tughluq Shah (1320-25) As stated above, CfeagbUi assigns 
it to Balban, on the basis of 'the writing and the wording of the inscription' 1 But it is precisely 
on these very grounds that it may preferably be assigned to Tughluq ghah. The style of writing is 
different from that of Balban's inscriptions, 2 and the text is, it may be remembered, in Persian, 
and particularly, the titles and designations like Mabkul-TTmara, paigah-i khags-i-qadim, Efralafu*]- 
Muluk, etc , make its assignment to a later period than Balban's more likely On the other hand, 
Balban's inscription from Ban Khatu itself is m Arabic and uses, moreover, Ms usual honorific 
titles, which are absent here, and its style of writing is also different 8

The date of the inscription, as stated above, is unfortunately lost The invocatory phrase 
refers to the * caliphate ' of the king, a style adopted by Tughluq Shah's almost immediate prede- 
cessor, 1 Qutbu'd-Dm Mubarak S_hah, and son and successor, Muhammad bin Tughluq Shah This, 
if at all, may be taken to indicate that the epigraph belongs to the early part of his reign, since in 
nope of his other known inscriptions, his sovereignty is termed as ' caliphate ' If this be the 
case, the epigraph must have been set up towards the close of A. H. 721 (December 1321) or begin- 
ning of the following year 

It is unfortunate that the name and official status of the excavator of the tank are lost. His 
very title Taju'd-Daulat wa'd-Din bespeaks of high status. The phrase Khalafu'l-muluk may be 
reasonably taken to suggest that he came of royal stock. In view of the absence of name, his 
identification is difficult, much more so since, in the lists of the nobles of the Delhi Sultans, right 
from Balban to Tughluq Shah, we have quite a few officials bearing this" title 8 And, as we have 
already seen above (p 3), one Taju'd-Din had governed Medta (also in Nagaur district) on 
behalf of 'Alau'd-DinKhaljI, about two decades earlier 

Likewise, Mahku'l-Umara FTruz is untraceable For want of any data, it is difficult to say 
if he is identical with FTruz, who is mentioned in another record from Nagaur district, dated A H 
772, as the father of Sipahsalar Muhammad Then, it is not quite clear to what qadim in the phrase 
gufafak-i-pStg^t-kkass^-qadim qualifies skahna-bek 01 prngah-i-kJiass Very likely, it qualifies 
tfee latter term La that case, he was the chief superintendent of the Old Royal Stables Again, 
the name of his ga* is lost.

The style of writing is NasJch of a somewhat better variety than is found m most of the epi- 
graphs of this monarch It may be pertinent to note here the fact that like that of his Jalor inscrip- 
tion, referred to above, the calligraphy of the record under study is more akin to the inscriptions of, 
say, the Gujarat region While it may be too early to generalise about the origin and spread of the 
calhgraphical styles of the mural records in different parts of India, quite a good deal of epigraphical 
material has come to light in recent times, to point to some kind of relation between different 
regions as far as the similarity in the styles is concerned I had, a couple of years back, drawn 
attention to this fact, while editing some inscriptions from Gujarat and Bihar l A new pattern of 
this relationship which seems to be emerging from the fresh material that is coming up in recent 
years, can certainly provide a new subject of research to the students of palaeography of the 
Arabic and Persian inscriptions of India 

The inscribed tablet measures 57 by 32 cm , and the two-line test has been deciphered as

This is the fourth inscription of Muhammad bin Tugbluq Shah to be found in Rajasthan. The 
three known epigraphs are oc,e each from Chitorgarh, Hindaun and Nagaur, 2 Of these, the 
Nagaur inscription is included in this article and will be studied next, 

VI INSCRIPTION, BATED A.H 733, FEOM BAKI KHATU 

The sixth epigraph of the article is a new and important record of the time of Muhammad 
bin Tughluq Shah ItwasfoundatBariKhatubyMr. Siddlql in 1962, The marble tablet on 
which it is inscribed is broken into three pieces, jointly measuring 90 by 43 cm , which are now 
lying m the tomb of Hadrat Mahmud Qattal, situated on the hill *

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Unfortunately, the exact findspot of the tablet is not known Nor does the text provide any 
clae to the nature of the building for which it was meant It simply states that a 'building' 
was constructed, and this could mean any edifice, including the dargah of the above saint 
Nevertheless, lack of information on this count, does not detract from its historical value, as we 
shall presently see 

The six-lme text, which is composed in a curious mixture of Arabic and Persian, not an 
macommon feature of the Persian and Arabic inscriptions of India records that an edifice was 
raised in A H, 733 (1333) during the reign of Muhammad bin, Tugkluq Shah It also states that 
the construction took place during the time of Mabku'l-Umara Saifu'd-Daulat wa'd-Dm Nanak 
StiltanL the a]Ghurbek-l~ma^sara and muQji'ot the region or district (ma'muta) of Ajmer, and the 
work was earned out by or under the supervision (karkard) 1 of Mu'ayyad, son of Sira], son of 
Fakhr, who was the secretary or accountant (mvJwrwr) of the district The name Nanak is written 
without diacritical maiks, and hence, its linear form would answer to a couple of more name- 
forms, but Nanak is, in all probability, the correct form as will be discussed shortly The official 
is evidently identical with Malik Nanak Sultan! who held the post of the akhurbek-i-maisara 
under 'Alau'd-Din Khal]L 

TKe epigraph is executed in Naskh style of the usual type The writing is slightly damaged , 
small chips have come out from the edges of the slab at a couple of places, and as a result, a letter 
or two have been either lost or disfigured,

Historically, the above inscription furnishes contemporary evidence of the continuous authority 
of the Delhi Sultans over this region in Rajasthan. It adds one more to the ^eiy few epigiaphs 
of Muhammad bin TughluqShah found m this pait of the country Its text is also not without 
interest . the titles used for the Sultan, which were almost as a rale employed m the epigiaphs of 
the Mamluk kings, were generally omitted in those of tteir successors, the Ktaljis and TugLJuq 
Shah But their use here may perhaps be attributed to the infuence of the earlier HamlCk records 
frcm Eari Khatu Then, also worthy of note is the use of the Iwiya "Abu 1-MuzafCar 3 for the king, 
instead of 'Abul-Mujahid 5 , adopted in all his inscriptions and coins known so far 1 It is difficult 
to account for this departure frcm the cuirent usage 2 Eut it is ceitamly not that the present 
record is the earliest inscription of this king wherein this Lun^a was adopted and replaced subse- 
quently by Abu'l Mujahid' 3 As against this, the u&e of the teim 'cabphate' for reign is in con- 
formity with the usage of his other inscriptions* 4 

Another important aspect of this record is that it furnishes one important link in the chain 
of administrative machmeiy of the state, to wit, the Lt/amr of a district. The post of n t u$amr, 
so far as I have been able to ascertain, does not find mention in the works on the administration 
of the Delhi Sultanate. 5 

The exact duties of the office of tha mttJiarnr are not recorded The teim is generally taken to 
mean a clerk, a writer, a scribe, an accountant * That the post enjoyed a much higher status is 
obvious from the fact that it was attached to a district It may be taken to be equivalent to the 
secretary's post of our days and might have included accountancy as well In any case, this Arabic 
designation was later on changed to the Persian mmsanda, which also must mean more than 'a 
clerk 9 the meaning given by Qureshl, or 'a writer assisting the shiqdar* as stated by Tripathi 7 

Even greater importance of this record is that it furnishes new information regarding Malik 
Nanak It is strange that an official of his status, who imposed a dusting defeat on the Mongols,

Our Inscription thus supplies new information about his titles and extends his career from 
J3C5 or even 1309 to 1333 It cites the titles Mahku'l-Umara Saifu'd-Daulat wa'd-Dm, not known 
from any other source Then, it also indicates that he held the same post of aKhwbek-i,- 
matsaro in 1333 under Muhammad bin Tughluq ghah and, also states that he held the igt& 
ofAjmer 

But whether this was a continuous charge, it is difficult to say His name is absent from 
Baranl'a list of the nobles of either Qutbu'd-Din Mubarak Shah, Ghiyathu'd-Din Tughluq ghah and 
even of Muhammad bin Tu^luq ghah This is rather surprising A probable explanation may 
be that he was out of favour in the reigns of the first two Sultans Eut in any case, he must have

The above statement which needs 'no further comments, may be compared with what Dr. 
E S, Lai, has stated in his history of the Khaljls, written almost a decade earlier . 'Khusrau says 
that Malik Naik was a Hindu. Baranl also names the commander as Malik Naik 'Isarn! in- 
correctly reads Malik Nanak. 'Alauddfn had a paik Manik by name who had saved him at the 
time of Ikat Khan's assault (Baranl, p. 273)* But the general who fought the Mughals was surely 
Malik Naik as mentioned by two contemporary authorities Baranl aixd Khusrau, Ferishtah says 
that Malik Naib and Malik Tugblaq were seixt', 3 

It is surprising that Lai too has not taken into account the glaring misprints m the printed 
works of Baranl aixd others. He does not even seem to have consulted the original text, leave alone 
a manuscript, of Amir Elusraw's Khaza'in. Otherwise, as we have already seen above, where do 
Baranl and Ktiusraw, the two contemporary authorities, mention Tmn beyond any confusion, as 
Mabk Nayak ? The printed edition of Baranf s work has Nayak only in one place and three differ- 
ent spellings in the remaining places where he is mentioned, and that of Kbusraw does not have 
Nayak at all. Lai has only consulted the translation of Hablb, who, as stated above, has arbi- 
trarily adopted the form Nayak. Then, secondly, Lai has not cared to explain, leave alone prove, 
how is *IamI incorrect. As a matter of fact, both the Madras and Agra editions of his work have 
Nanak in not less than ten places. 

It appears that neither Lai nor Roy saw the pertinent note of Professor S, H. Hodiwala, who, 
having revised his earlier note (in which he had accepted the spelling Nayak), after 'Igamfs Fdu# 
was published, stated that 'as he is repeatedly called Nanak Hindi lihurbek-i-Maisara, nx the 
Futufru's-Salatin also (pp 294-95 ; verses 5649, 5659, 5669), Nanak seems to be correct and may 
have been his old Hindu name/ 3 

To me also, the name appears to be Nanak only. On the face of it, Nayak as a proper name is 
quite unlikely, and the use of a surname or caste along with the official designation Malik, parti- 
cularly without the definite article used before it, is almost improbable. Moreover, in the metrical 
work of 'Iganu, who elsewhere uses the word Nayak in its original sense indicating a surname or 
status, 4 its use as a proper name, without even Malik, is quite unlikely. Therefore, the name 

should either be d&U^ <i&\3 or <i$3t? But since the official was Indian (Hindi) as 
well as a Hindu, the name could only be <i53U Nanak. 5 

VH. INSCRIPTION, DATED A. H. 733, FROM NAGAUE 

This inscription is from a beautifully carved lofty gateway, called Baland-Darwaza, 
leading to the enclosure* containing the tomb of the famous thixfceenth century saint

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Jpaiaidu'd-Dm guwali Sufi Nagauri, commonly known as Sultanu't-Tankin. 1 The Dargah 
of fffifi Sahib, as the tomb is popularly known, is situated outside the Maya gate of Nagaur 
sad seems to hare been originally fenced off by imposing four walls of stone masonry having a 
rooaded tower at each corner ; two of these in line of the gateway may still be seen in partial ruins 
The gateway is also known as Atarkon-ka-Darwaza, after the saint's title This impressive struc- 
ture, which is remarkable for its elaborate carving occupying its whole surface, is about 16 metres 
high. Two three-storeyed square towers, comprising four-sided balconied kiosks marked by 
erenellations and each surmounted by a dome, and built against the corners of the southern facade, 
add dignity to the whole building 2 

On the top of this gateway, into the inside face of the wall, immediately above the floor- 
level of the last but one landing between two side-stairs, is built up a long rectangular red sandstone 
slab which contains the record under study. 8 Gamck, who was the first to describe its contents, 
assigned it to the time of Muhammad bin TughluqShah, but quoted A H. 630 as its date and also 
held the erroneous view that the gateway was only repaired, by the king * He also cited the local 
feaditaon attributing the commencement of the edifice to the saint himself and its completion to 
his heir Khwaja Husam hihtl 6 under the guidance of the architect Shaikh 'Abdul. 

The text of the record runs into six couplets, of which the first is Arabic and the rest are Persian. 
It purports that the Daru'l-Karamat (lit. Abode of Miracles), the tomb of ghaikjhu'l-lslam, the 
katkh among the tfidals (second m the hierarchy of saints),' was constructed m the middle (i e 
15th) of the month of Sha'ban 733 (1st May 1333), by the order of tho reigning king, Muhammad, 
son of Tu^luqSkah Thus, the tomb of the saint was built and not repaired by the order of the 
Sult&a, as Mr Gamck was informed. Also, its date is A.H. 733 and not A H 630 or A H 633* 
when incidentally, the ruling king was Iltutmish. 

A point that may be noted here is that the inscription does not make any reference to the 
gateway itself. It is difficult to say if that is because the gateway was supposod to be part of the 
tc*ab and as such, was not separately mentioned. Incidentally, hagiological worka state that the

more than three decades earlier J Its having been bruit by if akhdfim Husain Nagauri in the late 
fifteenth century is out of question. 

It is m,deed a pity that the record does not contain further details. l?or example, no mention 
is made of the muqttf of the region, or the local official It is also not stated if Naganr was included 
in the Ajmer province, as Ban Kkatu, about 60 kilometres to the east, was, as we have just seen 
above Strangely enough, the text does not cite the name of the saint too* He was, as is well 
known, a disciple of the great Khwaja Mu'Inu'd-Dln Ghishtl of Ajmer, renowned alike for piety 
and scholarship, and endowed with literary talent He died, according to one account, in 
A H 673 (1274) and according to another, in A H 659 (1259).* 

Though, the text in itself neither conforms nor rejects the identity of the saint, there should 
be little doubt about it It calls him the Shaikh of the abdals and Shaikhu'l-Islam, 8 and 
designates his tomb as * Abode of Miracles'. The very fact that the tomb was ordered to be built 
by Muhammad bin Tughluq Shah points to the saint's greatness 

Not much significance may perhaps be attached to the wish expressed in the fourth couplet 
that the king might not have any rebel or denier. If at all, it may only indicate that the composer 
did take notice of the rebellions that had started troubling the Sultan. 4 

The two-line text is engraved in relief. The long tablet which measures 2 47 m. by 4 cm., 
seems to have developed cracks, as indicated by the cementing in two or three places affecting the 
letters. The style of writing is usual NasTch.

VIH FRAGMENTARY RECORD FROM BARI KHATU 

A small inscribed fragment of marble measuring 21 by 14 cm was found by Mr Siddiqi in the 
mosque in the Mahalla-Sayyidan same as the one ID which inscription No I was found at 
Ban Khatu l The incomplete two-line text merely comprises part of the honorific title and name 
of the Sultan in the first line and part of the titles of another person, presumably an official, in the 
second. Srom the name of the Sultan, vis, Muhammad, followed by the word Un (i e, son of) 
and tie honorific title '( Striver) in, the path of Allah' as well as from the calligraphy, the identity 
of the fang is established beyond doubt

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Bayana. All the ttoee are fragmertfary, and two of them, undated. Nevertheless, their importance 
lies in determining the period and extent of the Tughluq nde in various parts of Eajasthan. It may 
be recalled here that of Firuz's four known inscriptions from Rajasthan, three were found in 
Nagaur district and one in Jaipur district. 1 

IX. INSCRIPTION, DATED A.H- 783, FROM CHATSU 

Chatsu or Chaksu as it is also called, is a tahsil town, about 40 kilometres to the south-east of 
the district headquarters Jaipur It is an ancient town, but unfortunately, no old remains have 
survived in or about, except those of a few tanks * Its most notable Muslim remain is the Chhatri 
of Gurg * All Shah (died 1568-69), which bears two inscriptions, one recording the date of his martyr- 
dom, and the other, a visitor's memento engraved by the famous Mir Muhammad Ma'um of 
Akbar's period. 3 

Both A. C. L. Carlleyle and D R Bhandarkar who visited Chatsu in 1871-72 and 1909-10 
respectively, 4 had overlooked this inscription. It was first found by Rai Bahadur Daya Ram 
Sahni, then Director of Archaeology and Historical Research, Jaipur State, who was, however, 
unable to give any details except the date and the occurrence of the name of Chatsu parganaJ 5 

It is not exactly known when Chatsu first came to be occupied by the Muslims, but it may 
have, at an early date. That the region around Chatsu was occupied by the Tu^luqs is testified 
by the present record, dated 1381. Babur mentions it among his possessions in India s But some 
time before the sixteenth century, the Eachhwahas appear to have gained control : They ruled, 
first from Amber near Jaipur and later on from Jaipur, either independently or as vassals of the 
Mughal rulers and of the British. 

The loose fragmentary tablet on which this four-line epigraph is inscribed is lying in the Nfl- 
garon ki-Masjid m the town. 7 Measuring 54 by 31 cm , it seems to be a complete unit as there 
appears to be a border oix the left. If so, it would mean, that another same-sized slab which con- 
tained the remaining text is missing. Be as it may, considerable text is lost, and the full purport 
cannot be made out But even whatever has survived is not without interest. The extant text 
does not contain the name of the king, but it refers to his reign, and since the date A H. 783 (1381) 
is fortunately preserved, the king is none other than Furuz Shah Tughluq. 

The epigraph mentions the Bazar-i-Khass (Main, Market). The phrase * is set up (in the) Main 
Market * occurring in the third line, must refer to the setting up of the inscription there, and this 
would mean that the text might have contained some sort of abstractions, a royal order or a decision 
perhaps, notified for general information Also, the place-name is spelt in the record as Gtatsu 
with *, which may be noted. Then, Chatsu is called a pargana, which shows that the town was 
already a pargana headquarters in old days. In short, the record indicates that Chatsu was 
a town of sufficient importance.

Thus, our inscription, fragmentary as it is, is quite interesting, and therefore, it is regrettable 
that it is incomplete* PalaeographicaUy too, it is of sufficient importance. Executed in conven- 
tfondjfagtt, it gives an overall impression of being slightly inelegant, but that is due to the some- 
vh&l uneven alignment and spacing of letters. Otherwise, the calligraphy is of sufficient artistic 
merit, and la particular, the execution of the letter ^ d jointed to a preceding letter, in several 
places IB lines 1 and 4 recall to mind the much more developed and finer calligraphy of the 
Tughhiq insenptions of Bihar *

This epigraph is a mere fragment , The extant two-line text in Persian refers to the construc- 
tion of a mosque in the reign of Sultan Flruz Shah Other details including the date are lost. But 
on palaeographical grounds, the epigraph has to be assigned to the Tugbluq king and not to 
the founder of the Khalji dynasty who conquered Mandor in 1292 2 

Mandor was the capital of the Eathor chiefs till 1459, when Jodhpur city was founded a few 
kilometres to the south It is a place of considerable antiquity. The old fort, a hall of sixteen 
colossal hero-figures hewn out of a single natural rock and richly sculptured stone cenotaphs and 
chhatris, also remarkable for their carving, are among its chief archaeological remains.* 

The early history of Mandor during the Muslim period is not very clear. It was conquered 
in 1226-27 by Iltutmish In 1242, along with Ajmer and Nagaur, it was conferred on Malik 
'Izzu'd-Din Balban, and must have also been included in the fief of Ulugk Khan, later on Sultan 
Balban, who had succeeded Malik 'Izzu'd-Din, It must have relapsed to the Hindu authority 
some time before the rule of Jalalu'd-Din Khalji who conquered it again in about 1292* After 
that, the authority of his successor * Alau'd-Din had extended to Jalor and Siwana about 100 
kilometres to the south-west, 4 One Malik Da'iid was the governor of Jalor under Ffruz Tughkq 
himself 5 The traditional account that right from ah out 1 212, Mandor was the capital of the Parihar 
chiefs, from whom it was wrested in 1381 by Rao Chonda, 6 is disproved by the above, as well as by 
the present inscription of Ffrtte Tughluq (1351-88) The place, like Chatsu and other places in 
Eajasthan, must have relapsed to the Rajput authority some time during the period of the disin- 
tegration, of the Delhi Sultanate after the Tugbluqs, if not still later, 

The inscriptional slab, measuring 62 by 40cm in its present condition, is built up into the 
west wall of the said mosque aixd contains a two-line text, inscribed in Nasbh of no particular 
merit, which has been read as under :

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XI. FRAGMENTARY RECORD FROM BAYANA 

The last record of this study was found in 1955 by me at Bayana, a sub -divisional head- 
quarexs in Bharatpur district * The fragmentary sandstone slab, measuring 24 by 14 cm , was 
iwovered from the debns lying to the west of a mosque behind the * Idgah, outside the town 2 

Bayana was connected with the Muslim rule from its very inception Its importance may be 
judged from the fact that it was usually conferred in fief upon nobles of great rank, the first in 
recorded history being Malik Bahau'd-Din Tughril, the most trusted lieutenant of Muhammad bin 
S5m. Among its subsequent governors were Nusratu'd-Din Tabisi (1235), Qaraqagh Khan (1242), 
Arsalan Khan and Kusrat Khan (c 1242-56), Qutlugh |Chan (1252) and Sher Khan, a cousin of 
Balban (1259), 8 tinder the KJialjis, we only get the name of 'Alau'd-Dm's brother UlugL Khan 
as tie governor* and uixder the Tugfajuqs, those of Malik Muzaffar and Malik Mujlr Abu Raja 5 

Naturally, therefore, the place had a considerable number of early buildings and numerous 
inscriptions^ of which unfortunately no exhaustive survey seems to have been made earlier* 
When I visited the place in 1955, 1 did not come across any pro-Mughal inscription with the 
exception of a couple of epitaphs, one of which I have identified with that of Auhad Khan. 
founder of the Auhad! line of Bayana chiefs 6 No trace remains even of those ghaljl inscriptions, 
which were fortunately published m a previous issue of this Series. 7 These epigraphical remains 
met with destruction about two decades ago, along with the buildings, particularly mosques, 
on which they were set up Those that have fortunately survived include a few records of the 
ibfte of the Auhadfe, the Surs and the Mughals, mostly appearing on secular buildings at Bayana 
and tb Bijaimandirgarh fort nearby s 

Haialy from this point of view, the record may be considered important. It is the only 
kaown Tag^luq record from Bayana, though on the nearby fort, a later inscription of Mahmud 
Bhft^ftfelaq, w already stated above, is reported ' But for this, tho present fragment of the 
saanrmng text contains merely the name of the king and his kunya

LODI AND SUR INSCRIPTIONS FROM BIHAR AND UTTAR PRADESH 

By W, H SIBBIQI 
Senior Epigraphical Assistant 

It is regrettable that tlie Afghan rule which forms an important epoch in the history of 
medieval India has not been properly recorded by the contemporary historians Our knowledge 
of the LodTs and Stirs is based almost entirely either on the Mughal histories or OB the works of 
Afghan authors, which were compiled during th* reigns of Akbar and Jahangir In this perspec- 
tive, any contemporary document, however fragmentary, is a valuable record for the history of the 
period. It is, therefore, a little gratifying that some epigraphical records of these dynasties have 
survived till this day. 

In this article, I have taken up for study eleven such inscriptions These epigraphs are in- 
teresting records from historical point of view, since they furnish information, particularly about 
personages which is not known from any other source and also yield valuable data about the monu- 
ments on which they are found. Some of these records were noticed previously, but their texts 
were copied, almost in all cases, without any critical acumen, and no historical description or notes 
regarding the personages were given, 

For obvious reasons, the study of these epigraphs has been taken up region-wise the first 
part deals with those from Bihar and the other, with those of Uttar Pradesh. I am thankful to 
Dr. Z. A. Desai for the help I have received from him in preparing the article in its present form 

Bihar 

The history of Bihar during the last quarter of the fifteenth century is represented by the 
final phase of the Sharqi-Lodi struggle for territorial supremacy over the region. And though at 
the turn of the century, Sikandar Lodi succeeded in annexing Bihar or a part thereof to the Delhi 
kingdom, the political status of the province was yet somewhat complicated differaut parts were 
under the suzerainty, at one time or the other, or alternatively, of the Lodis and the Bengal 
Sultans, 1 This phase also witnessed the use of the Afghan confederacy in eastern India, the 
Nuhanls being the first to establish their authority which extended from Bihar in the east to 
Sambhal in the west. 2 In short, for about fifty years (1522-1574}, the various Afghan tnbes, 
namely Nuhams, KarranTs, Ishturanis and Surs, held sway over a large part of Bihar, successfully 
defying the Sultans of Bengal as well as of Delhi. 

Babur invaded Bihar in May 1529, but having realised the superior strength of NugratShah 
of Bengal, he was obliged to retreat after entering into an agreement 3 After Bahur's death, dis- 
order prevailed in the province, and taking advantage of this, FaricL entitled Sher Khan, the leader

Henceforth, Bihar remained under the effective control of the 
Sure, until it was finally subjugated by Akbar in A. H. 983 (1575) x 

Ho LodI monument of any architectural value has survived in the province, but we have one 
epigraph of Sikandar LodI On the other hand, there are quite a few buildings and inscriptions of 
tl$ SSr period, which is not surprising * Three of the four Bihar epigraphs studied in the follow- 
ing lines belong to her Shah , they include one set up during his pre-kmgship penod.

I. INSCRIPTION OF SIKANDAR LODI, DATED A H. 901 

The first inscription is quite interesting in that it contains useful, though scanty data, on the 
Lodi conquest of the province The tablet on which it is inscribed measures 94 by 30 cm. and is 
bmlt up in the northern wall of the four-wall enclosure marking the Dargah of jghah Fadlu'Uah 
6085*61 in the Daira-Mahalla of Bihar Shanf in Patna district It was Professor S. H. 'Askariof 
Patoa College and now Honorary Joint Director, K P Jayaswal Research Institute, Patna, who 
discovered it first and brought it to the notice of Dr Desai, having accompanied him to the place 
m January 1956 After removing the thick coating of whitewash the record was copied, deci- 
phered aad found to be that of Sikandar lodJ.* The tablet is unfortunately badly damaged with 
&e result that fee text is not quite legible in parts But it was more or less completely deciphered 
by Br. Desai subsequently, and I have utilised his reading here.

Darya Khan, referred to above, succeeded his father Mubarak Khan Nuhani, the first LodI 
governor of Jaunpur and Bihar, in the governorship of Bihar, on the latter's death, in A. H 901 
(1495 A D.) * He is also mentioned as having been his father's deputy (na* %b) in Bihar at least in 
A H 894 2 Ajs Amiru'l-wnara under Sikandar and Ibrahim LodI, he was not only responsible for 
consolidating the Lodi possessions in Bihax, but also played an, important part in most of the LodI 
campaigns in the east In the last years of Ibrahim's unpopular regime, Darya Khan revolted and 
was still deliberating over his plans, when death overtook him in 1522 3 As for Haji Khan, the buil- 
der, it is not possible to say for certain if he is ideriticlal with Ha]I Khan Taim, brother of Jalal 
Khan, who seems to have served both LodI and Sflr dynasties This 3Jaji Khan had led the Afghan 
army, when Humayun marched on Gaur, and after killing the Mughal governors of Jaunpar and 
Kara-Mamkpur, had occupied these places as well as Qannau] on behalf of Sher Khan* under whom 
he was an, important officer Sher Khan appointed hu&faujdar of Mewat in 1541 4

II INSCRIPTION, DATED A H. 942, FROM AMTBTCTA 

The tablet bearing this epigraph was lying loose in a mosque at Amthua in GFaya district, when 
Dr Desai got its impressions prepared in 1956 in the company of Professor 'Askari, who was also

Khan-i-A'zam ghahbaz Khan of the epigraph appears to be identical with ghahbaz Khan Noitani, 
son-in-law ofgherglhah 1 who was a noble of high rank under the latter as well as under his' son 
Islam Shah. 2 About Bazld Mhani, presumably the builder, nothing is known from the historical 
records at our disposal From our record, it would appear that he served Malik Marukhahbaz 
g&ani, who must have been a trusted subordinate of Shahbaz Khan. Also, we have no information 
about the last-mentioned and other saintly personages mentioned in the text 

III. INSCRIPTION, DATED A H. 946, FROM JANA 

The third inscription is dated A H 946 (1539) in the reign of Sfeer Shah after he had assumed 
royal prerogatives. There is no unanimity among the authorities as to the date and place of tke 
accession ofher Shah 'Abbas Sarwani does not mention the event at all. According to Nizama'd- 
Dm, Firishta, Ni'matu'llah and others, iS&er Khan sat on the throne in A.H. 946 after the victory 
at Chausa (27 June 1539) and assumed the royal title of herhah, 8 while Qanungo puts the event

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in about the beginning of December 1589 But N K Bhattasali, on the basis of coins, fixed the 
date of accession between the end of June and the middle of July 1538 (Le. about the middle of 
gftfar A, H. 945).* It is a pity that in our record, the month is not quoted. Even then it makes it 
abuotetely clsar that there is no substance in S R Sharma's assertion that gfeer gfean proclaimed 
full independence and assumed the title of gher ghjih in A. H. 947. 

Carved on a black-tablet built into the facade of the Jami* mosque at Jana in Patna district,* 
tie epigraph is apparently the earliest record of gherghah's period of kingship discovered so far. 
It would appear that the present writing was super-imposed on an earlier text without properly 
chiselling out the previous writing. Vertical hues particularly in th sides of the text coupled with 
the fact that the present epigraph does not occupy the whole area support this surra ise Also, the 
prolonged vertical strokes, in that case recalling to mind what is termed as Bo w-and-Arrow variety 
of caUigraphical style of Bengal inscriptions, would make the original record pertain to an earlier 
period.

A H 950 (1543),* during the rule 
of Sher Shah. It also mentions Darya Khan NuhanJ, either as the builder of the original tomb 
or as the one who carried out the repairs.

Uttar Pradesh 

Most of the buildings of the Lodi-Sur periods in Uttar Pradesh are now lying in ruinous condi-

V. INSOBIPTION, DATED A H 882, FROM BUDATJN 
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the one on the left hand being white and the other, red Cunningham and A Pahrer who 
apparently followed him, were mistaken, in taking this single epigraph as two separate records 
on the basis of the different colours of the two tablets and two dates given therein * As will be seen 
presently, they contain only one epigraph 

The said tomb is a structure of about 8 metres square outside, with a square room inside 
Cunningham who marked it as Tomb C, ascribed the tomb to 'Alau'd-Dln c llam Shah and 
Fuhrer, to him and to his wife both, on the basis of the date A H 882 (1478) of the inscription 
But though Radiu'd-Dm refuted their statements and correctly ascnbed it to * Imadu'1-Muli, 
he was unfortunately puzzled by the two dates and like Cunningham, believed that the writing on 
these two slabs constituted two separate records 3 

The inscriptional tablet measures 92 by 38 cm and contains a four-line text m Persian prose, 
executed in relief in crude Naskh The weathering of the stone has resulted in slight damage to 
the writing, which states that the tomb of Malik-i gharq lmadu'1-Mulk was constructed m the 
reign of A'zain Humayun Nawwab Ahmad Khan, at the instance of Mahk-i Sharq 'Imadu'1-Mulk, 
son of the deceased, in A H 877 (1472-73) Its date of writing is given as A H 882 (1478) The 
name of the scribe is lost 

It will be observed that two dates are quoted in the text one, 877, preceied by the words 
gihukur in which the construction took place and the other, 2nd2ku*l-9i]]a (AH) 882, when the 
text was inscribed If the first date is taken to be in. the Hi]ra and not m^huhur era, it would 
mean that the slab was inscribed five years after tho construction of the tomb, which is rather 
inexplicable Why should it take so much time for the setting up of a mere inscription ? What 
prevented from its being put up on the completion of such a time-consuming job of the construction 
of the tomb * This difficulty would be removed if both the years were identical, that is to say, 
if 877 represented some other era and corresponded to A. H 882 On the face of it, one would 
appear to represent the solar era calledghuhur San and the other, the lunar Hijra era. But as in 
the case of the Amthua inscription (Inscription No II above), both the years do not tally A H 
882 ended on 3rd April 1478, while Shuhur 877 was over on 24th May of 1477 itself, according 
to the system prevalent iix Deccan 4 In view of the fact that even according to this reckoning, 
the difference is slightly less than one year, both in the case of this as well as the Amthua inscription, 
I feel that very likely, there is either some complication some where ax the Shuhur calculation, 
particularly when we know that we do not possess much details thereof, such as the actual 
duration of its months, etc* or in the alternative, in northern, or eastern India, as stated earlier, 
there might have been m vogue another solar-lunar adaptation of the Hijra era A definite 
conclusion can only be reached, when more definite data are available. 

The style of writing is somewhat peculiar so far as the arrangement of letters and spellings of 
certain words are concerned In quite a few places, the ligatures have been dispensed with and 
even certain letters are so engraved as to represent other letters I?or example, the & of &at2ag* 
m the first line and the w of Nawwab in the second are engraved as m and r respectively All this 
tends to show the ignorance of the scribe 5

Little is known about Ahmad Khan whom the text calls the reigning chief. Contemporary

VI. UNDATED EPIGRAPH FROM THE SAME PLACE 

The tablet bearing the second inscription of the same Ahmad ghan is built up in the southern 
wall of the tomb near the above, called Gumbad-i-Rapar, locally, 3 or Tomb D by Cunningham. 4 
It is one of the largest tombs now standing at Budaun, being a square of 13 metres outside, with a 
room 8 5 metres square inside Its dome, which is incidentally far loftier than that of Chttnm 
ghan's tomb, also at Budaun, is dwarfed by the great mass of building below Had its comers 
been cut off, this would have been, according to Cunningham, one of the most striking tosaba 
in Budaun. It was ascribed by him to Daulat Khan, evidently due to his- wrong reading of the 
epigraph 5 On the other hand, Radlu'd-Din also believed, on, the basis of this epigraph, ttat tha 
tomb contained the remains of Ahmad Khan or some of his relatives* but there is nothing in the 
test to suggest this. As it is, the inscription refers to the reign of Ahmad Jhan indicating thset 
he was then alive, though the possibility that he might have got it constructed for himself in his 
life time is there. 

The epigraphical tablet, measuring 2 6 m. by 15 cm , contains Bism*lMh and 3?irst Creed, 
followed by a Persian verse, all inscribed in a single hue, purporting that when they constructed 
the edifice during the reign of Ahmad Khan. Jumman and Majhi were the supeivisorB-iii-clwuEgf 
(Jcarfarman) There is unfortunately no date, nor is there any indication that the epigraph i 
incomplete The writing is slightly damaged, and th* script is crude Naskh

VII INSCRIPTION, DATED AH 909, FKOM SAMBHAL 

The seventh inscription of the group and the first of Sikaudar Lodi is a new and interesting 
record It was first found by the late Maulvi Muhammad Ashraf Husain, a former editor of this- 
Series, immediately prior to his retirement It was subsequently deciphered and listed by Dr 
Dasaij and it is his reading that has been utilised here The inscnptional tablet is reported to be 
bmlt into the inner side of the eastern wall, near the entrance, of the Sarai Tarln mosque at Sambhal 
in Moradabad District * 

The town of Sambhal, now a tahsil headquarters, is a place of antiquarian, interest. The 
ancient mounds and remains of old buildings are to be found in the town proper as well as in the 
vicinity. It had numerous sardts (inns), being in, those days a halting stage for travellers 
between Delhi and Budaun , tradition avers that there were as many as 52 sarais at one time 
From these, most of the present day localities have derived their name. It is a pity that most of 
these and other historical buildings are no more extant 2 

Sambhal was conquered by the Muslims in the early period and remained a part of the Delhi 
kingdom thereafter It was for sometime held by the Lodis and sometime by the Sharqis during 
tteir straggle for political supremacy In A H 905 (1499-1500), Sikandar Lodi came to Sambhal 
and stayed there for four years* 4 

The tablet bearing the inscription measures 82 by 23 cm and contains a one-line text in 
siaa which assigns the erection of a mosque in 1503 to Miyan Dadfi Malik, son of Maghula, 
son of Ikhtiyar ghan, the &ajhntglr of the Sultan, 

Tfc inscription is thus quite interesting It was set up at a time when Sikandar Lod! was 
ed at Sambhai It also records the name and designation of one of his trusted officials 
not mentioned in any historical work OaUigraphically too, it is remarkable for its fine

It is difficult to trace the builder of the mosque, Miyan Dadu Malik, from available records 
Even the information that he was the royal chashmglr 1 (superintendent of the royal kitchen and 
food) and caused a mosque to be erected at Sambhal is furnished by the present record only, Bui 
his father and grandfather may possibly be identified with Maghula and Ikhtiyar Khan Karraau 
who fought for Miyan Husam Parmull, fief-holder of Saran in Bihar under Sikandar Lodi, in his 
conquest of Champaran Maghula lost his life m the engagement. 2 

VIII. INSCRIPTION, DATED A H 927, FROM AGRA 

The last Lodi record from TJttar Pradesh and eigth of the article, belonging to the time of 
Ibrahim Shah Lodi, is from Agra Historically, it is interesting in that it is not only orte of the 
very few known records of this king, particularly from Uttar Pradesh, but also one eff the very few 
pre-Mughal records found at Agra, Also, it mentions two personages and gives some new piece 
of information about them. Then, the mention of Delhi in the text as the capital Is noteworthy, 

The inscribed slab, measuung 1 02 m by 40 cm , is set up over the central mtAraft of a mosque 
m Mahalla-Atham * It was copied by Shri S A Eahim I have utilised the reading prepared by 
him I am beholden, to him as well as to Dr Desai who suggested improved readings of a couple 
of words The writing which is slightly damaged consists of three lines of Persian prose, executed 
m Naskh characters of a fairly high order The first line, written in large letters, comprises the 
First Creed, while the remaining two lines, m much smaller hand, assigns the construction of a 
mosque in 1521 to Buknu'd-Din Mardanghah Zafarabadi (i e of Zafarabad), a servant of Majbs-i-

Nothing is known from historical -works about Euknu'd-Din Mardanshah who built the mosque.

Miyan Makan himself must have been a noble of very high rank, as his title MajliS'i-'ili shows. 
But he does not find detailed mention in historical works. "We know only one Miyan Makan, 
variously written as Makkhan or Makhan, a famous general of Ibrahim Lodi, who led the army 
against the forces of Eana Sanga x Nothing more is known about him Evidently, ho is identical 
with the Majlis-i-'Ilf of our record, which thus furnishes us not only with his title Zafar Khan, 
btrt also with the correct spelling of his name Makan.

NIZAM SHAHI INSCRIPTIONS FROM GALNA 

BY A. A. KADIRI 
Epigraphical Assistant 

Of about thirfcyflve Nizam Shah! inscriptions so far published, only three are from Gains 
in Nasik district of Maharashtra l I propose to study here ten more inscriptions of tiis dynasty 
found m recent years from the village and the fort of Galna These range in their dates from 
A H 974 (1566-67) to A. H, 1030 (1620-21) and represent the reigns of three NizamhShi kings. 

The fort of Galna situated in 20 46' N. and 7432' B., which along with Sallusr and Mulher, 
is one of the nine impregnable strongholds of Baglana, 2 was from ancient times under the authority 
of the Rathor rajas of Baglana who styled themselves as Bharju* Some time during the latter 
half of the 15th century, it became part of the Bahmani territory in the regime of the fonaidabt* 
minister Khwaja Mahmud Gawan, but it does not seem to have remained long under the Masiim 
power. As a matter of fact, in the succeeding years, the foxt was a bone of contention between 
the two, one dislodging the other from there, as and when any advantage offered itseE 

On the death of Muhammad Shah Him 1482, Galna was retaken by Bharji, buttheEajairas 
subdued by Malik Wajih and Malik Ashraf, the governors of Daulatabad and the neighbomiood, 
some time in 1487. 4 In U9Q, one Dastur Khan was the commandant of the OaJna fort, piob*bfy 
on behalf of Malik Wajlh, according to an epigraph. 5 However, the Baja must have r-eaptatecL 
it some time during the confusion that prevailed on the murder of Malik Wafib, sbce we su& told 
that the founder of the Nizam ShaM dynasty, Malik A&mad Nigamtf Mfolk Babn, had to n&daee 
the Baja of Baglana in 15Q6, 6 

Once again the Kaja seems to have thrown off his allegiance and conquered the fort of Galna, 
probably on the death of Ahmad Nizam Shah I (1480-1510), and it was not until 1534 tfcafc Bnrhan 
Nizam Shah I (1510-53) besieged and cdpturM it. 7 Eaja Bharji again availed himself of ifcfc 
opportunity of taking it in 1543 from the garrison, when Burhan marched to Kaickor to assist iis 
confederate Ram Raj 8 Thereafter, it remained in the possession of the Raja till 1560, when 
Husain Nizam Shah I (1553-65), after reducing the Antur fort, conquered it aad appointed 
one of his officers, with instructions to strengthen and improve the defences of fee fort in eider to 
hold it securely, 9

44 EPIGRAPHIA I'NDICA ARABIC AND PERSIAN SUPPLEMENT 

From 1560 onwards, Galna remained a Nizam Shahl possession. But unfortunately, historical 
works do not contain any information about its administration or governors, etc. However, the 
epigraphs from the place provide the names of at least six officials, four of whom are not known 
from any other source : Aflatun Man finds mention in four inscriptions, dated 1562-63, 1566-67, 
1569-70 and 1570-71 , Haibat Kb,an the Abyssinian, in two, dated 1557 and 1579 , PuladKhan, 
son of Pfilad ghan, in two undated and two dated 1580 and 1583 , and Mir 'AH, Mahaldar Kjjan 
Mid JamsMd, in one each, of 1585, 1604-05 and 1620-21 respectively 1 Of them, only Mahaldar 
Khan and Jamshid Khan are known from historical works. From the above, it would appear that 
Afla$5n Khan was succeeded by Haibat Khan some time before 1577, and the latter was in turn 
succeeded by Pulad Khan in about 1580 Then came Mir 'All some time during 1583-1585 

We have not much information about the governors of Galna after this year But some 
fame before 1601, Sa'adat Khan seems to have held charge of the region including the fort, for 
in the March of that year, this fort, one of the best in the kingdom of Ahmadnagar, was 
surrendered by him to Khwajagi Fathu'Uah who appointed Ya'qiib Baig ghighall and Sa'id Baig 
BadakJBhl to its charge 2 But after about six months, in October-November 1601, Eaju Dakani, 
a former official (mafiddwr) of Sa'adat Khan retook it 3 Raju defied the Mughal forces from his 
headquarters at Nasik But it is not known if he posted any one at Galna. 

The next Nizam Shahl official who is mentioned in connexion with the Mughal-Nizam Shahl 
skirmishes in the region is Mahaldar Man, a subordinate of Eaju's rival, the morn celebrated Malik 
'Ambar His connexion with Galna is not definitely known, but on the basis of his epigraph there, 
recording the construction of the tomb of Iqa Sulaiman m 1604-05 (Inscription No IX, ^nfra), 
it may be reasonably inferred that he was in charge of that place. This guess is further supported 
by tfce fact, also known from an epigraph (No X, wfra), that it was Malik 'Ambar who gave Galna 
fe> one Jam^id, some time before 1620-21, the date of the said record. This may also mean that 
Kahaidar Sin was in charge of the region until the appointment of Jamshjd. It is not known how 
tag &e latter held Galna. It is difficult to say if the next commandant to find mention in his- 
*OE#1 woifcs, viz Mahmud ^an had succeeded him or some body eke The latter had, during 
ttsMast stages of the Nizam Shahl resistence, hard pressed as he was by Malik 'Ambar's son Fath 
fc whom he had rebelled, intended to iand over the fort to Shahji Bhonsle, but was 
revailed upon to surrender it to the Murals on 7th October 1632 Mahmud was, 
last Ni5m ghahi official to command the Galna fort 
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It was Dr Ghulam Yazdani who established a new Nizam Shahi ruler in Burhaa III on the basis 
of his inscriptions * He also tried to revise Haig's chronology of the last three kings including 
Burhan III. 2 Then, Dr, M, Na-'im corrected a few dates in a brief resume of the history of the 
dynasty in the course of his study of some inscriptions from Ahmaduagar and other places, 3 but 
his chronology is also not without mistakes. Subsequently, Mr, V. S Bendre wrote about the date 
of the death of Ahmad Nizam Shah 1 4 

Despite these attempts to correct Hajg's list, which was done piecemeal, we do not have a 
correct chronology of the Ahmadnagar kings I have prepared one, after a close study of the find- 
ings of the above writers as well as of contemporary aud later sources, and hope to publish it else- 
where shortly

I IN!SCKIPTION ? DATEDA H 974 

So far twelve inscriptions of the reign of Murtada I, have been published, and these range 111 
their dates between A H 974 (1566-67) and A H. 995 (1586-87), 5 

Of his eight new inscriptions studied below, the first is fixed on the facade of the Iron gate 
of the Fort. 6 The rectangular slab measuring 80 by 40 cm , is cut into three panels which contain 
three Persian couplets, the last panel containing also additional phrases of invocation to God by 
His attributes and the name of the composer who was also the scribe The style of writing is 
NasTch of rather inelegant type, though the poetry of the verses is tolerably good The record states 
that Aflatiin Khan laid the foundation of a very strong fortification in this fort and constructed a 
lofty and strong bastion in A H. 974 (1566-67) The date given in figure is 974, but the chronogram 
yields 978, It is therefore not possible m the absence of any other evidence to say if the figure 
represents ghuhur year or Hijra one Therefore, I have taken it to be in Hijra era,

It has been pointed out above that the chronogram contained m the second hemistich of the 
ibid oouplet works out to 978, while the figure given is 974. In some inscriptions from the Deccan,

^rse practice is adopted, that is to say, the figure indicates Shuhur year, the equivalent of ghuhur

Historical works are totally silent about both Aflatun Ihan and the composer Hush! Shirasn. 
Both of them are mentioned in another inscription from Gaba, dated about three years earlier, 
which records some building activities of the former a Aflatun Khan also finds mention in two more 
epigraphs, m the Fort, dated Shuhur 970, A.H 977 (1569-70) and A H 978 (1570-71), which will 
be studied presently In two of the three records under reference, the phrase used befoie Aflatun's 
Hams is dar MrionZ which means that the inscriptions were set up in his time, i e. governorship. 3 
It woaM, therefore, follow that Aflatun tan was the Nuam Shahl governor in charge of the Galna 
fort (as well as, perhaps, of its dependencies) at least during the years 1566-71. 

It may also be stated that the epigraph under study does not make any reference to the reign-

in relief in Nasta'liq characters The metrical text of five couplets is an ill-feigned attempt at versi- 
fication, rendering it difficult for the reader to catch up with the drift of the composer's purport. 
It appears to state that a palace was constructed in the fort of Galna, and a bastion which was 
constructed earlier but was not very strong, was reinforced with stone. It also seems to record 
that the palace was built for the king and it was liked by all It names Haibat ghan as the builder 
m the last couplet The text was inscribed by Sayyid Isma'Jl, son of Sayyid Mana Husaini, on the 
1st Rabi' I 987 (28th April 1579). 

Haibat Khan, who appears to be the next commander of the fort of Galna, after Aflatua Khan, 
during the reign of Murtada I, is like his predecessor unknown to history. But he also has to his 
credit one more recoid, a fragmentary and bilingual one, at Galna itself, its epigrapfocal tablet 
is now in the Prince of TV ales Museum, Bombay It is dated AH, 985 (1577-78) and mentions 
him as Haibat Khun Habashi Nizam Shahl The Nagan text clearly refers to him as the tkamdar 
of the fort x Incidentally, the text of the record under study, which also refers to a bastion cons- 
tructed earlier, may be taken to suggest that the fragmentary inscription of A.H 985 (1577-78) 
under reference, pertained to a bastion built by Haibat Khan 

As regards the scribe Sayyid Isma'il also, we have no information Two more records in the 
Fort were inscribed by him as will be seen presently In one of these two records, which was also 
composed by him, ho lays a claim to poetical talent In view of the mediocre quality of verse 
m the present record, it would not bo surprising, if it was also composed by him* He does not 
appear to have been even a tolerably good calhgraphist either.

VIII. INSCRIPTION, DATED A H 991 

The next record from the Ifort is engraved on a tablet measuring 76 by 54 cm , which is built up 
into the side wall of the Iron gate, to the left of No VII above 1 

This record is also bilingual. The Persian portion consists of seven lines of writing, carved 
in relief in Na^kfe characters and records that Pulad Khan Ghazi constructed a bastion in the Gralna 
fort It was written by Zahir Muhammad in Rabf I 991 (March 1583). 

The Marath! portion is carved in relief in one line below the Persian text and merely contains 
the date, gaka 1505, SubhCinu, Chaitra su 1, Thursday, which fell on the 14th March 1583. 8 The 
Persian record, thus, muwt have been ongiaved on about the 1st Rabi* I 991. 

Pulad Khan's name IB written in the text as Fulad Khan which is just a way of writing it after 
the fashion of Arabic which hut no p sound, and need not be attached any significance What is 
more important horo is the fact that the record extends the period of his charge of Galaa fort by 
at least about two yeaia Now, as we have already seen above, he must have been succeeded by 
Mir 'All some time in or before A. H 993 (1585) 

But the epigraph has very important bearing on the significance of the word gbjrfmr in 
indicating the era of that name.

X INSCRIPTION, DATED A H. 1030 

The last inscription of the present study belongs to the reign of Burhan III The three slabs 
bearing this record measure 64 by 28 cm each and are fixed on the north, south and west faces of 
the pillar of the left outer arch of the only mosque in the Fort l Each of tho slab is inscribed with 
two Persian couplets, and the text starts from that on the northern face and continues on the 
western and southern faces Thus comprising six couplets in all, which are composed by 
one Abu'1-Fadl, the text records in a chronogram that the mosquo was built in A H 1030 
(1620-21) on the site of a ruined mosque by Jamgbjd who also repaired a reservoir which too 
was lying desolate nearby *. 

The builder Jamshd Khan is stated in the text to have received tho fort (of Galna) from Malik 
r, the vaW of Burhan Ni ? am hjih (i.e III) From the stylo of the text, the appointment 
s to have takeu place not long before the date of the record. In other words, Jamshid 
Maa may have come to Galna not long before 1620

The result is that though some very interesting inscriptions have come to light m recent y*ai 
few scholars seem to know about it even The two epitaphs from Hyderabad, which are 2* 
subject matter of this article, are two of the many such historical records These epitaphs ** 
discovered as long back as in 1922-23 and published immediately thereafter^ but have axoi* or 
less failed to attract the attention of the scholars, so far as my knowledge goes 



The credit of discovering these two epjtaphs goes to the late Mr S A. A BJgrami, 
Assistant Secretary to H E. H the Nizam's Government, Judicial, Police and General Departmeete, 
who held temporary charge as the Director of Archaeology of the Hyderabad State dorisg 1983-2^ 
when Dr Ghulam Yasdanr was on a study-tour abroad During his tenure, Mr. BilgiazBf, iiseeiM, 
had made it a point to 'hunt for fresh inscriptions, in the ruined eeinetnes of forgotten ages' in 
Hyderabad,- and was, one must acknowledge, responsible for bringing to fight aome mfcewetfag 
unpublished inscriptions from that city. It was dunng one of these excursioas made to saeartk 
the past that the graves of an eminent Qutb S^ahl nobleman r Khairat Khan and his son TWO dis- 
covered by him by chance m tke Rifa'I graveyard, near the Gowlipura gate of tha srty, while he 
engaged m finding out the grave of Sayyid Muzaffar 3 



Mr, BilgramI published the texts of both the epitaphs which unfortunately do ooi 
anything much about their subject, beyond recording their names and dates of death. Sfo also 
added a valuable note cm the career of Khairat Kh5n, prepared on the basis <Jf some> unpubliaiked 
works and published inscriptionis which were set up by Khairat Khan * But Mr, Bilgrami could &ot 
decipher the date-figure coiTectly ? with the result that the year of the death easae in botlith 
was advanced by more than a decade than was actually the case. Moreover, he has n 
these records which are remarkable for their beautiful calligraphy It was, tiierefi&, deecaad 
necessary in the mter&st of historical research to correct the date and repubiisi tibsw 
with their facsimiles

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Bach of the two slabs is also inscribed on the xeverse with religious taxis $mce as such, these 
ascriptions on the reverse do not contain any historical information, they aie not included m 
this article. Incidentally, they are of the same highly artistic execution * 

The epitaphs are reported to have been engraved on the headstones of two graves contained 
IB a large tomb built on, an elevated platform inside the necropolis of the Rifii within the Gowii- 
pfiragate of the city The grave in the adjoining smaller tomb zs sairt to contain the teinams 
of the wife of Khairat Khan, but it does not contain any m&cuption s 

The smaller of the two graves, situated in the centre of the tomb, belongs to Siair3t Khan's 
son who had predeceased his father, also buried by his side, by about six months The arch-shaped 
tablet fixed at its head measures 30 by 50 cm and is inscribed on boHi Hides in elegant Thitlfjj, 
scnpt, which is of high order Unfortunately, the scnbe who must have boen a calhgraplusfc of 
great merit, has not mentioned his name, which is a pity* The excellent calligraphy, which can 
-easily match with the best specimens to be found not only at Hyderabad but elsewhere as 
is sufficient to show that its artist was a high-ranking calhgta pher of Jus time 

The obverse of the slab contains a five-line text, the majoi poi tion of \\ hich jh devoted to the 
Shute dwSd 3 The obituar/proper, which is engraved in a thmnoi hand, but oi almost the same

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It will be observed from the illustration that the first two digits of the year^figure are thns 
engraved on the stone ^ These were mistakenly read by Mr Bilgram! as 66, while they 
correctly stand for the numeral 55 ^ is nothing hut a way of writing the figure in vertical 
position with the upper portion towards right and the two ends> otherwise joined, remaining open and 
apart * Mr Bilgrami while rejecting the reading, by Dr Yazdani, of this figure in the epitaph of 
Muhammad Qutb Shah, 2 stated that in Persia, the numeral 6, and m Egypt and Turkey, the numeral 
4, were written that way 3 I am afraid, Mr Bilgrami was misinformed. The figure * repiseente

an upward slant towards right That Mr Bilgiami was wrong in interpreting the figure as 6 is 
borne out by the very fact that in the above-mentioned epitaph of Muhammad Qutb Shah, th 
figure IB corrected as 6 by him but almost the same figure, with joined ends no doubt, in another 
part of the same epitaph, is taken even by him to be 5 in the figure of the year of death, viz. 
A H 1035 And he has tried to reconcile the two dates A H 1035 and 1036 by stating that one 
was that of the death and the other of fixing up of the slab 4 This is far-fetched. 

The figure in question, with and without joined ends, is used to indicate the numeral 5 m 
quite a few inscriptions * That it cannot but be taken to stand for 5 is conclusively proved by at 
least two epigiaphs in one of them, the figures t P and r ^ are used to indicate Monday 25t& 
and Tuesday 26th of Dhu'l-Hijja respectively 6 This shows that the figure in question stood for 
5 only But the most conclusive proof of my contention is afforded by an inscription &otn 
Eaichur, in which the second digit of the numerical value 50, according to the Abjod system of the 
letter <J is indicated by the same figure, not m one, but in three places where it occurs, 7 

In short, the figure represents only 5 and not 6 and therefore the year in which 'Abdu'llSk aad 
his father expired was A H 1055 and not A H- 1066, 8 

The headstone on the grave of Khairafc Khan is also arch-shaped and measures 85 cm. feom apex 
to bottom and is 4:2 cm wide. It contains five lines of writing, which, except for tlia obituary 
note occurring in the second half of the last line, contain a Quranic chapter.

Prom the notes 
which Dr Z A* Desai, the editor of this journal took from this manuscript and which he was kind 
enough to place at my disposal, it appears that Mr, Bilgraml has omitted to mention that Kharrat 
Khan originally belonged to the Uymaq tribe and that his kinsmen were living in a village in Iran. 
The name of this village is unfortunately not mentioned in the above manuscript, but tbe author 
states that Shah Safi gave the very village m in' am to Khaarat Khan because of that fact OTfly. 
Another point which Mr, Bilgraml has not taken note of is that Nigamu'd-Blh Abmad gSprasa; 
mentions Jlhairat Khan as a 'man of great wealth and generosity' and also & 'one who had 
rendered great services'. 1 

Khairat Khan also finds mention m a few epigraphs, of which two, earlier published by Dr, 
Yazdani, have also been noticed by Mr. Bilgranu According to these, he had constructed 
several shops and a well and a garden in 1640 and a granary in 1642 2 

A third inscription, in Telugu and Persian, recording his name has been recently found at 
Pangal in the Mahbubnagar district of Andhra Pradesh Providing a much earhertlate in SQiairSt 
ghan's career, it states he had constructed a watch-tower at the top of the Bala-Qal'a and a weft 
in the potter's street mside the fort at Pangal in 1620, during the reign of Muhammad <Qtri&gb$i * 
It may also indicate that Khairat ghan was stationed ait Pangal m the early period of his caieee 
or had his fief there 4

I propose to study in this article twelve 'Adil ShaM inscriptions from Pa&hala, a place of 
histopcal interest m the Kolhapur district of Maharashtra These range m their dates from 
AH 918(1512-13 AD) to AJ& 1020 {1611-12 A D ) and represent the reigns of four rulers of 
the 'Add Shahi dynasty, viz , Ismail (1516-34), Ibrahim I (1535-57), 'All I (1558-80) and Ibrahim 
n {15804636) 

fie earifet erfeant iB^cription from PanhalS was published m a a earlier i^sue of this senes, 1 
where a bnef resume of its history upto A.H 917 (1511-12 A D ) was given It would therefore 
be better to carry forward this local history to A H 1022 (1611-12 AD), tho date of the latest 
mscnjyfcion of the present gtoup, which will incidentally show the importance of these epigrapk 
for the local history of the fort 

From the earliest record dated AJI 918 (151243 A D ) studied behrtr, it IB clear that Malik

The style of wntmg of the mam text is tolerably good Nasta-Tiq which is remarkable for its 
neat execution , the religious text in the first line is inscribed in mediocre Naskh.

About the three personages mentioned IB the text, only Raja Kishan Singh seems 
to history He may be identical with Raj a Kishan Singh who succeeded Ram Singh as the zsB 



of Chanda in October 1683 3 There were also Kunwar Kishan Singh and Kishan Singh E545, 
both of Aurangzeb's time, but they had died earlier * Though the possibility of I*a*l Il&a's being 
the subordinate of either of the two cannot be ruled out, the odds of Raja Kighan Singh of Chanda 
being the person referred to in the epigraph, appear to be heavy, as he was living and also cloee 
to the firdspot of the inscription 

About La e l fehan, no information is available That his body was brought to Asafcnerfor fem-isl 
from the place of his death in the battle, shows that Amner was his fief or more probably lae place 
of residence Amner, as we know, was in bygone days a place of considerable nnportaaioe, and tfee 
Amner tract was included in the fief of Isma'Il IQian, son of Muhammad Khan Niyazf, whose 
inscription, dated A H 1055 (1645-46), now in the Central Museum, Nagpttr, was stated by tke 
members of the Niyaal family to have originally belonged to Amner. 5 It is i*ot unlikely Hiafc 
Lai Khan might have belonged to the MiyazI stock* 

Husain, the builder of the edifices mentioned above* is also quite tuobiown, but tke possibility 
of his being a relative of La*l ffiban cannot be ruled out

IIL INSCRIPTION, DATED BEGNAL YEAR 41, FROM ELLICHPUB 

The thud inscription belongs to Elhchpur, head-quarters of the taluka of the same name in 
Amraoti district Ellichpur has been historically quite important in Borar region, and finds 
mention in the events of the Muslim rule of the early fourteenth century It was the capital of 
Berar, after Gawilgarh, in the time of the 'Imad hahi dynasty and succeeding governors and rulers, 
But unfortunately, no early record, dated prior to A H. 991 (1583-84), has been traced there l 

Tie tablet bearing the record under notice is fixed over tho mam entrance of the Jami* mosque 
of the town. 2 Measuring 12m by 82 cm , it contains seven Persian couplets, preceded by 
Btstm'ttah and followed by the name of the scribe, which are executed in Thulth of a fairly high 
order in six Imes The poetry of the text is also fairly impressive* 

The epigraph states that the ancient Jami' mosque of Elhchpur, which was the pride of the 
town, but was lying unrepaired for centuries, was reconstructed along with its reservoir (liaud) 
and well by the great Khan 'All Mardan Khan, through the efforta of Shah Muhammad Baig, in 
the 41st regnal year of Aurangzeb's reign corresponding to A H 1108 (1697) The Hijra date is 
also afforded by a chronogram. The scribe has signed his name as Muhammad Hashim 
<AK Mardan Khani

The fourth inscription of this article which constitutes the last record of Aurangzeb c 
from Karasja in Murtazapur taluka of Akola district Engraved on a tablet measuring 86 by 22 
cm , fixed on the right side of the Puha gate of the town, 1 it forms the third record of the fame 
of Rustam ghSn, the ^agwdar, and QadI Bashiru'llah, the faujdar, of Karairja Bibi, the other two 
dated in the 42nd (asm the case of the one under study) and 43rd regnal years of Aurangzeb having 
been published in an earlier issue of this Journal a The text consibts of four lines of writing in 
Persian partly in prose and partly in verse It states that Rustam S^n became the master throueh 
the kindness of hah 'Alamglr, which can only be taken to mean that ho became the fief-holder 
particularly since in his other two records from the place refeired to above, he is termed zsmairdar 
of the place.
